CANADIAN RED CROSS 

HEADQUARTERS 

——O———— 

There is a large building in the 
heart of London in which a band of 
busy workers. many of them volunteei 
do their utmost to help alleviate the 
miseries caused by the war. 

It is the Canadian Red Cross Head- 
quarters. Last August the Canadian 
editors went there and were shown 
some of the work in progress. 

These Headquarters cceupy five 
stories of a building loaned to the Red 
Cross by Lord Crichley. The offices 
overlook Berkeley Square, a spo! made 
famous in song and drama, which 
would scarcely be recognized by those 
who knew it in peace time, 

The iron railing around the square 
has been made into munitions. This 
railing was a famous Georgian relic 
over three hundred years old. The 
grass has all been trampled down and 
trenches have added to the scene of 
desolation. 

Several buildings in the immediate 
vicinity have been struck. Lady Wil- 
lingdon’s house on one corner of the 
square has suffered a direct hit. 

Inside the Red Cross Building, how- 
ever, everything is clean and well or- 
dered and the work goes on with quiet 
efficiency. 

Crates of supplies are being unload- 
ed, sorted, listed, and stored away in 
their proper places, or made into ship- 
menis to fill requisitions. 

Few people realize the amount of 
work accomplished by the Red Cross, 
not only in quantity, but in variety. 
We saw them making up special par- 
cels for prisoners of war, supplies for 
hospitals and for sick and wounded, 
articles for babies of men on active 
service, replacements of articles lost 
by men who had been shot down, tor- 
pedoed or bombed, and many other 
urgent needs. 

It is possible in some cases that the 
very lives of prisoners of war in 
enemy hands has depended upon the 
parcels supplied by the Red Cross. 
Each prisoner is allowed cne parcel of 
food weekly. These parcels supplied 
by the Red Cross weigh approximaieiy 
eleven pounds. [In addition, he pris n 
ers are allowed «a qua.terly pari 
from the next-of-kin.

This shows that many prisoners are 
anxious to put their enforced idleness 
to as good use as possible, 

Those at work in the Red Cross 
Headquarters went to great pains to 
show us around and answer our ques- 
tions. One of them was Lady Ellison, 
who is doing work in the prisoners’ 
department. She did similar work 
during the last war. 

While looking at the boxes of goods 
sent over from local ted Cross groups 
in Canada, we were told that soldiers 
have an aversion to mitts, and usual- 
ly will not wear them. As a result 
those sent over from Canada have to 
be made over into gloves. 

The great need was _ stressed for 
turtle neck sweaters, gloves, and sea- 
men’s socks. Last named are also 
used by airmen, 

On some shelves were more unusual 
items, such as maple sugar, and other 
supplies made in Canada. Some sup- 
plies were being assembled to replace 
kits lost by soldiers at Dieppe. 

A constant supply of comforts to all 
services of the Canadian Forces is be- 
ing delivered. Every week, on a reg- 
ular delivery basis by Red Cross 
Transport, and thence through the 
usual channels of supply, thousands 
of woolen comforts are being issued 
to the troops. Every week, invalid 
delicacies, hospital supplies, cigarettes 
chewing gum, games, pipes, etc., are 
being sent to General Hospitals, 
Casualty Clearing Stations, Field 
Ambulances, and to R. A. F. and civ- 
ilian hospitals where Canadian 
patients may be. 

A huge wisitors’ service is maintain- 
ed throughout England and Scotland. 
Canadian Red Cross visitors (all vol- 
untary maintain daily contact with 
Canadian patients in Canadian Army, 
and British and Scottish hospitals, see 
ihat they get needed supplies, shop 
for them, and sometimes even write 
leiters !or them. Visitors’ reports, in 


detail, ure s ni weekly to Berkeley 
Square, where information is collated, 
and, when necessary, letters are 


written to next of-kin in Canada. 

Haadicrafts at all Canadian General 
Hospiial» are supervised entirely by 
the Canadian Red Cross, Staffs at all 
hospitals furnish materials for rug- 
making and leather work, and teach 
patients how to make the articles. 
he »aients pey for the cost of the 
vaterials, and -re allowed to make a 
small profit out of their handiwork. 

The Relief Department at Berkeley 
Square ships out on an average fifty 
thousand civilian relief articles of 
clothing per week,

Men Born From 1902 to 1924 Must Prove 
Compliance With Mobilization Regulations 
When Asking Permits to Seek Employment 


B Y Order pursuant to National Selective Service 
Civilian Regulations, a change is now made 
in the issue of permits to seek employment. 


After April $0, 1948, permits may be refused to any man born 
from 1902 to 1924, inclusive, who has reached 19, unless he 
powlee satisfactory evidence of compliance with Mobilization 
gulations, in one of the following forms: ~ 
(a) A certificate of discharge from His Majesty’s Forces 
during this war; or (b) a rejection slip issued by the 
Army om application for enlistment; or (c) a certificate 
of medical examination from the Registrar of a Mobiliza- 
tion Board; or (d) a postponement order certificate 
from the Registrar of a Mobilization Board; or (e) if 
born from 1902 to 1916 inclusive, a statutory declaration 
en form available in employment office, that he is not 
6 “smgle person” under Mobilization Regulations. 


Documents in (a), (b) and (e) above need be presented only 
the first time a permit is sought after April 30, 1943, unless 
asked for by a Selective Service Officer. Documents in (c) and 
qd) above must be presented each time a permit is applied for. 
(1) Male persons applying for permits by mail should 
forward with their applications the evidence re- 
quired, except (e) above. 
‘@) A Selective Service Officer MAY furnish a permit 
! without first being handed evidence, where the 
i applicant’s services are required for immediate em- 
ployment, or where a permit is asked for by maél, 
but in these cases the evidence must be presented to 
the Selective Service Officer later, usually WITHIN 
THREE DAYS of the issue of the permit. 


All men born from 1902 to 1924, who have 
reached age 19, are urged to co-operate with your 
Employment and Selective Service Office. Bring 
your documents with you.
